SUBJECT : Comments on GMCC Doc. No. 151X5.208, dated 8 August 1956 


1. The philosophy now being used in our work with Ramo-Wooldridge 
is to give them all the rope they want. The philogophy of the System 
was set up some time ago and only details are being discussed now. My 
position is to keep them informed on (a) our desires and (b) the state 
of the art. 


2. Comments point by point: 
a. Paragraph 1: 


The low clearance between hatch and ground may be legitimate 
cause for varying the mounting plans of System Four, but not neces- 
sarily so. Weight and stresses on the hatch cover are another factor 
that may prohibit mounting all units on the hatch cover. The request 
jg made in an attempt to avoid a long installetion and check out time 
in the vehicle. This point has been discussed previously with R- 
as a design objective realizing that it may not be possible to meet 
it.
